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FLORIDA STATil UESAFUC 



The respective counties of the State shall provide 
in the manner prescribed by law, for those of the 
in habitants who by reason of age, infirmity or 
misfortune, may have claims upon the aid and 
sympathy or society;

sixty -five years; 

provided, further, that where 
by any law of me United States, a lesser or dif- 
ferent period of residence, age or citizenship 
shall be fixed in order for the State of Florida to 
participate in any Federal grants that might be 
made for such purposes, the Legislature may 
prescribe such requirements as to citizenship, 
age and residence as will be consistent with and 
not in conflict with such Federal law.

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FLORIDA'S STATE WELFARE PROGRAM 

The State Welfare Board governs die Department of Public Welfare; it 
exercises the supervisory, regulatory, and policy making power in. the De- 
partment. It is responsible to administer, or to cause to be administered, all 
social welfare carried on in Florida by the use of joint federal and state 
funds; and, it may cooperate with counties and cities in administering their 
welfare services. The board is composed of one member from each Con- 
gressional District, plus one from the state at large, appointed by the 
Governor for 4-year overlapping terms, and confirmed by the State Senate. 
The board employs an administrator, the State Welfare Director, to carry out 
its decisions. The programs are administered through the twelve District 
Welfare Boards which are responsible to the State Board. 

The District Welfare Boards have a supervisory function in the districts. 
They are responsible to supervise the administration of the rules, regulations, 
and policies adopted by the State Board for the Department. Members of the 
District Welfare Boards are also appointed by the Governor, two from each 
county in the district, and more in proportion to population* Both the state 
and district board members serve without compensation, but are reimbursed 
for necessary expenses. 

The programs are supported by general revenues appropriated by the 
State Legislature and supplemented by federal funds in the event that con- 
ditions prescribed by the national welfare laws are met. These conditions 
axe intended to insure fair and equitable distribution of funds, and to leave 
the responsibility for administration entirely with the State. 

Chapter 409, Florida Statutes, gives the Department broad responsibility 
to care for needy persons, to study dependency, to make and carry out plans 
for the rehabilitation of persons in need of care, and to provide necessary so- 
cial services for troubled families and children. This statute also makes the 
State Welfare Board responsible to determine the amount of aid, within the 
limits fixed by law, that applicants may receive. This amount is deter- 
mined by (1) the money appropriated by the Legislature; (2) the number of 
eligible applicants; (3) the extent of need of each eligible person.

Public assistance continued to improve services to 
needy individuals and families. Money grants increased, 
services were added, a new program was expanded, new 
projects under the national Economic Opportunity Act of 
1964 were started, and procedures for determining eligi- 
bility were simplified. These changes reflect the Depart- 
ment's commitment to furnish financial assistance promptly 
to persons who are eligible; and, to provide social services 
strengthening family life, to help people strive for personal 
and economic independence, and to enable them to partici- 
pate in community life . 

The 1965 amendments to the Social Security Law pro- 
vided an increase in Federal matching funds, and enabled 
the Department to increase the money payments and to 
allow for certain exemptions of the earnings of dependent 
children and of the aged. There were two significant 
changes in the Aid to Families with Dependent Children 
program. The 1965-1967 Appropriations Act authorized 
the Department to raise the maximum family grant of 
$81.00, which had been in effect since 1951, to $85.00; and, 
vendor payments for prescribed medicines were included 
in the program for the first time. The maximum money 
payment for Aged, Blind and Disabled was increased from 
$70.00 to $75.00. The exemption of a part of the earnings 
of dependent children and the aged, before computing the 
money grant, followed the expressed intention of both the 
U.S. Congress and the Florida Legislature, that individuals 
should be encouraged to become self-supporting and that 
incentives to work be recognized. 
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ELIGIBILITY SIMPLIFIED 

An additional effort was made to reduce the number of 
pending applications and the time required to get assistance 
to a needy individual after his application was filed. To do 
this, procedures for approving or denying assistance were 
simplified by making the client the primary source of infor- 
mation. The traditional use of documentary data to sub- 
stantiate a person's statement is now used only where there 
is serious question of its validity. These same procedures 
are also used in the periodic review of eligibility for all 
recipients. This process makes more meaningful our 
philosophy of social services that people be helped: 

1. To maintain a sense of individual dignity and worth. 

2. To find and make use of resources within themselves, 
within their family, and within the community to meet 
their needs. 

3. To develop their capacities to strengthen both family 
life and economic independence. 



STATE HOSPITALS 

Amendments to the national Social Security Act, and to 
Florida laws, in 1965 made it possible for the Department 
to extend services to patients in the State's mental and 
tuberculosis hospitals. The Department is now able to pay 
for the cost of care for patients over 65 years of age who 
are eligible for public assistance. This program which 
began on June 1, 1966 provides 75% Federal matching on 
these payments and since the state cannot enter into such a 
program and thereby reduce State expenditures, this addi- 
tional Federal money will mean a substantial amount of 
gain in funds available for mental health programs. The 
money paid into the program for mental hospital patients 
must be used by the Mental Health Division for improve- 
ment of services in mental health. 
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The services of the Department to the patients in the 
mental hospitals will continue to be directed primarily 
toward helping the patients get ready to leave the hospital 
and to help those who need public assistance to make satis- 
factory living plans in the community. Some of these 
patients can return to their families, some can adjust in 
foster homes, boarding homes, halfway houses, or homes 
for the aged. Some others can leave only if a nursing home 
is available that will meet their needs . 

This program is handicapped by restrictions on the 
amount that can be paid for care, and by the lack of re- 
sources in the State such as nursing homes and the other 
types of living arrangements mentioned above. The De- 
partment can pay $135.00 per month to patients in foster 
homes. A payment of $100.00 a month by the Department 
for nursing home care may be supplemented by counties or 
out of the patients own resources. For persons living else- 
where the Department can pay a maximum of $75.00 to the 
patient to assist in meeting his needs. "Medicare" will 
contribute to meeting the patients cost of needed medical 
care. 

There is still a lack of understanding of mental illness 
generally in the community, and often the family as well as 
the community does not want the patient to leave the hos- 
pital. When living arrangements are made, with careful 
planning for the patient outside the hospital, the Depart- 
ment has found that these patients do quite well. 

WORK-EXPERIENCE AND TRAINING 

The value of concentrated Social Services is being 
demonstrated in the Department's "Work-Experience and 
Training" projects (Title V of the National Economic Oppor- 
tunity Act). A grant of Federal funds enabled the Depart- 
ment to employ a professional worker in the State Office to 
stimulate and develop experimental or pilot projects under 
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Title V. Four "Work -Experience and Training" projects 
were planned, approved and funded with Federal grants to 
operate them totalling $3,588, 234. The four projects pro- 
vide for an enrollment, at any given time, of as many as 
360 unemployed fathers and 840 mothers in the Aid to 
Families with Dependent Children program. The unem- 
ployed fathers are not eligible for assistance through the 
regular programs of this Department. 

In these projects, the participants receive basic edu- 
cation including personal hygiene, grooming and sanitation, 
high school equivalency, vocational training, and work- 
experience in actual jobs. 

Social work staff is allocated for these projects on the 
basis of 60 cases per worker and one supervisor per five 
workers , 

Social Services are provided to these families on an 
intensive basis. These services help give them motivation 
to take advantage of the opportunity to become self-sufficient, 
to assist them in planning and evaluating the adequacy of 
day -care for their children, and to assist them in coping 
with other social problems which might impair their func- 
tioning, both in the project and after they complete the 
project. In addition to the concentrated Social Services, 
and the training, each participant receives an assistance 
grant based on 100 percent of his needs while in the project. 
The project trainees have, in many instances, been helped 
to become entirely self-supporting or better able to meet 
their own needs. 

SOCIAL SERVICES 

During the fiscal year, the number of cases that re- 
ceived assistance each month rose from 121, 798 to 129,132. 
About half of these cases were identified as having problems 
so well defined that they needed Social Services in addition 
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to the "basic" services which the Department gives to all 
applicants and recipients. The Department's Welfare 
Workers are required to get in touch with the people who 
need Social Services as frequently as necessary, to work 
with them toward an individual solution to their problem . 
The Social Service is continued as longas the defined prob- 
lem areas exist for that person.

APPEALS 

Any applicant or recipient dissatisfied with a decision, 
or a service, of the district welfare board may appeal to 
the State Welfare Board to review his situation and males a 
new decision. Of those who appealed and whose cases were 
considered during the year the State Board found in favor of 
42, and denied 166. This procedure provides every appli- 
cant and recipient with means of impartial appeal, and it 
gives the board members continuous experience in the im- 
pact of public assistance on the people's lives.

The State Welfare Board created the Medical Services 
Division in view of the Department's increasing involvement 
in medical care, and in anticipation of the new benefits and 
requirements of the national Social Security Act. 

The principal new work of me division was to assume 
the administration of the program of vendor payments for 
prescribed medicines, formerly conducted through con- 
tractual arrangement by the Florida Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation. In addition to the drug program, the Division had 
overall responsibility for the Hospitalization, Visiting 
Nurse, and Nursing Home Care programs. In administering 
these programs there has been a close working relationship 
with the State Board of Health, with the physicians of Florida 
and most of the nursing homes . The Division also deter- 
mines permanent and total disability in the Aid to the Dis- 
abled program, and legal blindness in the Aid to the Blind 
program. 

During this year, nursing homes, hospitals, pharma- 
cies, visiting nurse services, and physicians, all who pro- 
vide medical services to public assistance recipients, paid 
for by this Department, declared that they comply with 
Title VI of the U. S. Civil Rights Act of 1964. This means 
they do not discriminate among patients on the grounds of 
race, color, or national origin.

The number of children under care increased during 
the year but the Child Welfare Services program was seri- 
ously handicapped by shortage of staff and by limited funds . 

At the end of the year almost 4, 000 children were in 
foster homes and 4, 000 additional children were receiving 
service each month. And still, there were children in ne- 
glect situations who could not be served: There was no 
county in which there was sufficient staff or sufficient 
money to provide the kind of care and service needed by 
children. 

Workshops for personnel working in day-care centers 
were continued, in cooperation with the Florida Association 
on Children Under Six. Close to three thousand people at- 
tended the twenty -four sessions held in different parts of 
the state. 

The Department's Day-Care Advisory Committee spon- 
sored a study of the need for statewide uniform licensing 
of day-care programs, and how to bring this about. Li- 
censing was in effect in only sixteen counties and there is 
a serious need to provide more protection for children. 
Legislation will be recommended to bring this about. 

By June 20, 1966, the Department had placed 459 chil- 
dren for adoption, since the first child was placed in 
January 1964. Additional staff would have made it possible 
to place more children .

At the start of the 1966 fiscal year twenty -one counties 
were administering programs of direct distribution of 
federally donated foods to needy households: Baker, Bay, 
Broward, Dade, Dixie, Escambia, Hardee, Hillsborough, 
Lafayette, Lake, Lee, Leon, Monroe, Okeechobee, Palm 
Beach, Pasco, Pinellas, Polk, Santa Rosa, Taylor, and 
Union. In addition, there was a special program for dis- 
tribution of foods on the Brighton and Big Cypress Seminole 
Indian Reservations as well as to Cuban Refugees. By the 
end of fiscal 1966, Bradford, Gadsden and Highlands counties 
adopted programs of food distribution to needy households. 
Gadsden is the first county where Economic Opportunity 
Council funds are operating the program, jointly with the 
County Commission. 

All this is in addition to the long standing program of 
assistance to school lunch programs, public and private 
charitable institutions, state nonpenal institutions and child 
care centers, in all 67 counties. Over 900,000 people in 
Florida are daily receiving some benefit of the donated 
foods which are provided by the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture through this department. 
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staff devel opment 



Giving social service to disorganized families and in- 
dividuals demands a high degree of skill. The Department's 
staff has the responsibility to help these families and indi- 
viduals to achieve a higher level of functioning, within their 
potential. 

The Division of Staff Development became a reality on 
July 1, 1965. This enabled the Department to deepen and 
extend the diverse training activities which had been carried 
on for some years. Positions were authorized for a division 
director, for public assistance and child welfare specialists, 
and six training coordinators . 

Though recruitment for these positions was slow, 
progress was made in assuring that all staff have oppor- 
tunity to improve skills for the jobs to which they are 
assigned. The Division gave priority to helping all public 
Assistance Unit Supervisors to improve their skill on the 
job. Each supervisor was given four weeks of intensive 
training in a series of institutes. The first annual Institute 
on Administration for the District Directors was also held. 

Orientation of new staff members has been expanded 
and improved. District and unit offices increased their 
training activity, using professional literature for study 
and discussion. 
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The Department continued to award stipends for staff 
members to take educational leave. This enables the De- 
partment to fill the positions requiring professional training 
to the level of a Master's degree. During the past year 
stipends were awarded to 41 persons, of whom 19 com- 
pleted the two-year degree requirement and returned to use 
their specialized skills in badly needed positions. Six child 
welfare staff members attended summer institutes and 
workshops at graduate schools of social work. 

The Department worked with the Florida State Univer- 
sity School of Social Welfare, the new Barry College School 
of Social Work, and the University of South Florida in pro- 
viding field placements and other educational opportunities 
for students. 



civil defense 

In September five Department social workers, previ- 
ously trained for this kind of emergency, spent a month in 
Louisiana assisting the Red Cross with victims of Hurricane 
Betsy. 

When tornadoes struck in Hillsborough and Polk counties, 
the Department's staff assisted Civil Defense and Red 
Cross in manning shelters and disaster casework, all in 
accordance with the State plan for natural disasters . Ap- 
proximately 900 lbs . of federally donated commodities were 
made available to the Red Cross for use in these shelters . 

Planning has been started for the Department to assume 
its roll in the new concept of Community Shelter Planning, 
the foundation of local emergency readiness .

In fiscal year 1965-1966, the number of regular po- 
sitions filled increased from 1, 927 on July 1, 1965 to 2, 114 
on June 30, 1966, an increase of 187. The largest increase 
was in October when the number rose from 1, 905| to 1, 948i, 
an increase of 43 positions filled. 

There were 772 accessions of which 74 were persons 
who returned from long leaves without pay. Separation for 
the period totalled 506, of which 37 were resignations of 
persons on long leaves without pay at the time of the resig- 
nation. The agency granted 126 long leaves during the 
year. 

The most severe personnel problem this year was the 
increasing inability of the Department to compete success- 
fully in the labor market for trained social workers . The 
pay scale is too low for positions which require an employee 
to be able to give professional social work consultation, or 
to supervise the work of a number of other workers. Not 
only the entrance salaries are too low, but the top salary 
in each of these pay ranges is below the salaries offered 
by other agencies. This is true of voluntary agencies in 
Florida, and both voluntary and public agencies throughout 
the United States .
